Pinegar,  Hatch  Give  Views, 
Answer  Questions  at  Forum 


Candidates  for  president  of 
the  Associated  Studentbody  of 
the  Brigham  Young  University, 
Max  Pinegar  and  Diane  Hatch 
answered  questions  from  stu- 
dents concerning  all  phases  of 
the  campaign  in  an  open  forum 
Tuesday  afternoon. 

THE  FORUM  was  held  under 
the  direction  of  the  elections 
committee.  The  questions  were 
submitted  in  written  form  and 
were  read  aloud. 

In  some  cases  the  questions 
were  put  to  both  candidates. 
Other  questions  were  made  to 
one  or  the  other  specifically.

Miss  Hatch  said  that  she  did 
favor  close  coordination  and 
would  try  to  foment  the  feeling 
of  singleness  of  purpose  between 
the  two  groups.  She  stressed  that 
the  university  is  a single  body 
and  that  the  different  organiza- 
tions should  cooperate  for  the 
good  of  the  whole  organization. 

PINEGAR  outlined  the  line  of 
authority  by  which  the  univer- 
sity studentbody  is  governed.  He 
said  that  he  favored  close  coord- 
ination with  the  administration. 
He  said  that  it  was  important  to 
keep  the  channels  of  communi- 
cation open  between  the  two 
groups  and  to  foster  harmony 
within  them. 

In  answer  to  a question  which 
asked  how  the  student  govern- 
ment could  understand  univer- 
sity policies,  Pinegar  again 


stressed  the  importance  of  keep- 
ing communication  channels  op- 
en. He  said  it  was  also  important 
to  follow  proper  procedures  and 
not  “go  over  peoples  heads”  on 
policy  matters.

U.  S.  Fires 
Satellite 
Into  Orbit 


.New  Moon  Gives 
Navigation  Data 


WASHINGTON,  April  13  — 
(UPI)  — America  blasted  the 
first  navigation  satellite  success- 
fully into  orbit  today,  the  Navy 
announced  here. 

The  265-pound  satellite  was 
launched  at  Cape  Canaveral,  Fla. 
at  5:03  a.m.  MST. 

CONFIRMATION  that  the 
satellite  was  in  orbit  came  at 
6:36  a.m.  when  its  radio  signal 
was  picked  up  at  Las  Cruces, 
N.  M. 

The  265-pound  satellite,  equip- 
ped with  four  radio  transmitters, 
soared  into  the  sky  aboard  a 
new  Air  Force  space  rocket. 
Within  minutes,  signals  were  re- 
ceived by  tracking  stations  in 
Baltimore,  Argentina,  New- 
foundland, and  Lasham,  England. 

THE  NAVY  announced  in 
Washington  that  the  satellite  had 
successfully  separated  from  tlie 
second  stage  of  the  Thor-Able- 
Star  rocket,  indicating  the  new 
moonlet — dubbed  “Transit  1-B” 
— was  headed  into  the  prescrib- 
ed orbit. 

Scientists  expected  to  learn 
within  100  minutes  after  launch 
whether  the  satellite  had  achiev- 
ed its  planned  circular  orbit  ar- 
ound the  earth. 

THE  SATELLITE  may  show 
how  to  avoid  disasters  such  as 
the  Andrea  Doria-Stockholm 
ship  collision  off  the  coast  of 
Massachusetts  and  the  crash  of 
two  airliners  over  the  Grand 
Canyon  in  recent  years. 

These  were  two  of  the  biggest 
accidents  blamed  in  past  on  na- 
vigational errors  caused  by  bad 
weather. 

FOR  THE  price  of  a special 
radio  receiver  and  a slide  rule, 
a navigator  will  be  able  to  use 
operational  transits  to  find  his 
exact  position  on  earth,  day  or 
night  and  in  fair  weather  or  foul, 
scientists  said. 

The  experimental  36-inch 
sphere  was  carried  into  space  by 
the  Air  Force’s  newest  rocket. 
The  first  stage  was  made  up  of 
a Thor  intermediate  range  bal- 
listic missile  and  the  second 
stage  was  a combination  Able- 
Star  missile. 

The  satellite,  carrying  four 
radio  transmitters,  is  the  first  of 
a series  to  be  placed  in  orbit  to 
provide  man’s  first  weather- 
proof system  of  air  and  sea  navi- 
gation. 

THE  NAVY  said  the  system 
probably  will  involve  six  satel- 
lites. including  the  one  hnunched 
today,  and  that  the  system  is  ex- 
pected to  be  fully  operational 
in  1962. 

A few  minutes  after  Las  Cruces 
reported  that  the  satellite  was 
completing  its  first  circuit  of  the 
earth,  its  radio  signal  was  picked 
up  by  the  University  of  Texas 
at  Austin.

Saul  of  Tarsus,  Mary  Magdalene  and  Simon 
called  Peter. 

In  “The  Vigil”  Foder  suggests  that  the 
resurrection  is  still  being  tried  every  day 
in  every  community  where  it  is  known.  The 
diligent  and  skeptic  prosecutor  represents  the 
doubters  of  the  world,  and  the  defense  at- 
torney represents  the  defender  of  the  disci- 
ple and  of  the  faith.

Bike  Binge,  Quad  Pedestrians  Beware

Spring  has  sprung,  the  grass 
has  riz, 

I wonder  where  the  autos  is; 

It  may  be  that  I speak  in  haste, 

But  I think  that  they  have 
been  replaced. 

Cars  have  been  replaced? 
Well,  possibly  not,  but  they’re 
certainly  getting  a lot  of  com- 
petition from  the  increasing 
number  of  bicycles  around  the 
country. 

WHAT  ARE  the  reasons  for 
the  upsurge  _in  the  number  of 
bicyclists?  According  to  Ivan 
Ferguson,  in  the  bike  business 
in  Provo,  for  12  years,  “Peo- 
ple are  beginning  to  realize  that 
it’s  the  cheapest  transportation 
to  be  had — almost  cheaper  than 
shoe  leather.” 

The  modern  bicycle,  with  its 
coasting  brake,  headlight,  horn 
and  gears  with  as  many  as  12 
ratios  forward  has  come  a long 
way  since  its  invention  about 
1816.  The  first  bike  had  wood- 
en wheels  and  no  pedals,  and 
the  rider  pushed  himself  along 
with  his  feet.  He  would  have 


had  a hard  time  equaling  the 
modern  bicycle  speed  record  of 
108  m.p.h.  claimed  by  a French- 
man, Alfred  Letourneur. 

THE  BIKE  enthusiasm  has  hit 
Brigham  Young  University  with 
full  force.  The  onlooker  on  cam- 
pus can  see  tall  bikes,  short 
bikes,  one  wheel  bikes,  all  kinds 
of  bikes. 

For  students  who  like  to  do 
their  pedaling  in  a crowd,  there 
is  a place  in  the  BYU  Bike  Club, 
according  to  Ted  Lewis,  club 
vice  president.  The  club,  in  the 
process  of  reorganizing,  is  plan- 
ning many  events  for  spring 
quarter,  he  said.  “There  will  be 
at  least  two  parties  at  Utah  Lake, 
a picnic  in  the  canyon,  and  we 
will  assist  in  the  ‘Y’  day  race,” 
he  said. 

The  health  aspect  has  con- 
verted many  to  pedaling,  it  ap- 


pears. A student,  driving  his  car 
eastward,  will  exercise  only 
those  muscles  in  the  midwest- 
ern  section  of  his  body.  With 
some  campus  “rods,”  he  may  in- 
hale some  carbon  monoxide  in 
the  process.  Only  good  fresh  air 
and  wholesome  exercise  for  the 
bicyclist. 

MANY  STUDENTS  say  the 
biggest  expense  at  college  is 
keeping  the  old  jalopy  running. 
There’s  really  no  comparison  be- 
tween the  gas  mileage  of  a car 
and  a bike,  unless  some  of  those 
little  cars  really  do  have  pedals. 
There  is  also  plenty  of  parking 
space  for  bikes  on  campus,  but 
the  administration  still  frowns 
on  students  who  drive  their  cars 
on  the  sidewalk  to  class.
